PROBLEM OF CRIME STILL CHALLENGING 


The greatest hope for curbing crime lies in educa- 
tion, in early training, in right living and in the restora- 
tion of the Golden Rule, George W. Wickersham, 
chairman of President Hoover’s Law Enforcement 
Commission, told the Harvard Teachers’ Association at 
its annual meeting in Cambridge, Mass., recently. 

Mr. Wickersham painted a rather gloomy picture of 
the “breakdown” of the fundamental conceptions of 
right and wrong. He declared that a disregard for 
the security of property rights had resulted in a like 
disregard for the security of life, and pleaded for a 
restoration of the Decalogue as a basis of human re- 
lations. 

His views were upheld in the main by other speak- 
ers. Dr. Douglas A. Thom, head of the Habit Clinics, 
declared that “prevention” rather than “reform” should 
be the means by which lawlessness is fought. 

Professor Francis B. Sayre, head of the Institute of 
Criminal Law at Harvard, said that ‘whether the 
crime rate is increasing or decreasing, one fact stands 
out—our efforts to master the ugly problem of crime 
have revealed tragic failure.” 

“But if we want to go to the heart of the problem 
we must seek to change, not laws, but human events,” 
Professor Sayre went on. “This cannot be done by 
prison walls nor by force. The real problem is, not 
how to mop up the wreckage, but how to prevent ship- 
wreck from coming to pass.” 
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Frofessor Sayre bitterly attacked the “breakdown” 
of religious training in the home, church and school. 

In discussing education as a deterrent from crim 
Mr. Wickersham said there could be no doubt that the 
habit of right living is the best assurance for keeping 
away from the grip of the criminal law, and that “the 
best possible assurance of good conduct throughout 
life lies in the early formation of good habits, just 
association in youth with professional law-breakers 
is one of the most certain ways of making confirmed 
criminals.” 








FRIDAY MIRACLE WITH THORN OF 
JESUS VERIFIED 


Great Crowds See Wonder in Italy; Science 
and State Represented 


Rome.—Fulfilling centuries old tradition, stains of 
the thorns from the Savior’s crown, preserved in the 
Cathedral of Andria, Southern Italy, reddened, and 
blood marks were revived, Good Friday afternoon, The 
tradition is that, whenever Good Friday falls on 
March 25, the Feast of the Annunciation, the stains on 
the relics of the crown of thorns, preserved at Andria 
and at other places, undergo this change. 

Good Friday coincided with the Feast of the An- 
nunciation this year, and the blood stains changed 
color, not only on the relics at the Andria Cathedral, 
but also on relics of the crown of thorns, preserved at 
Naples, Aversa, Bari and Bagnoli. The phenomenon 
did not take place in the parish of Melzi, near Genoa, 
where another relic of the crown is preserved, and 
where a great congregation was assembled Good Fri- 
day afternoon. 

As it happens only at long intervals that Good Fri- 
day and the Feast of the Annunciation fall on the 
same day, the coincidence this year was anticipated 
with very intense interest. Weeks of prayer preceded 
Good Friday, and pilgrimages were made from all 
parts of Italy to places where relics of the crown of 
thorns are preserved, especially to Andria, where the 
miraculous change in the blood stains has always held 
particular interest. 

The Bishop of Andria presided at services held in 
his Cathedral, and among those present were mem- 
bers of the Cathedral chapter, all civil and military 
authorities of the district and many Italian and foreign 
scientists, including Professor Bon of the University of 
Besancon. Strictest measures were taken to verify the 
authenticity of the miracle and to guard against any 
possible mistake or fraud. The miracle took place at 
4:10 o'clock in the afternoon in the presence of a great 
congregation that had joined in three hours of prayer. 
Immediately following the change in the color of 
stains, witnesses burst into hymns of thanksgiving. 
Following the services, the Bishop, standing on the 
balcony of his episcopal residence, exhibited the relics 
to some 20,000 persons gathered in the square and ad- 
joining streets below. 

The changed appearance of the blood stains on the 
relics continues for an indefinite length of time, fol-

CONVOCATION ELECTION, 1931 


Having been asked by several Brethren to offer myself 
as a candidate for Convocation, I have gladly consented, 
in order that I may bring before the Diocese, and, if it may 
be, before the wider circle, the cause, which I have at 
heart, of Unity and Spiritual Freedom. 

There is much food for reflection in the events that have 
taken place in the Church in these latter days. Let me 
carry your minds back to 1927-8. It was in those years 
that the Officials of the Church went to Parliament with 
a Revised Prayer Book, for which they sought Parliament- 
ary authority. This seems to me to have been a wrong 
action: I believe that Christ is the Head over all things to 
the Church, and gives His authority to His own Ministers; 
and that authority in spiritual things is not given to the 
“Princes of this world.” Parliament itself was conscious 
of this, and the hope that no such matter would be brought 
before it again for decision met with general approval; 
and indeed, considering how Parliament is composed, it 
would be difficult to think otherwise. In my judgment, 
events have thus proved the error of ascribing authority 
in spiritual things to the State. This was recognized even 
by so firm a believer in Establishment as the late Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who, after the rejection, gave ex- 
pression to the famous pronouncement: “It is the inalien- 
able right of the Church, in obedience to the will of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, to order her own religious worship, in 
the last resort, when her mind has been fully ascertained” ; 
in which pronouncement he co-ordinates two different and 
even contradictory ideas: (1) the right of spiritual self- 
government belonging to the Church; (2) a vague delaying 
authority residing he does not say where, but presumably 
in the Crown and the State. Certainly spiritual self-govern- 
ment was bestowed by our Lord upon the Church; but it 
was quite unqualified: ‘“Whatsoever ye shall bind on 
earth shall be bound in Heaven.” 

State Control is an encroachment against which the 
Church must be ever on her guard. 

It is noticeable how this instinct to recognize Two Mas- 
ters adversely affected the policy of the Bishops after the 
rejection. On the one hand they protested that they were 
not resisting the will of Parliament; on the other, that it 


was impossible to administer their Dioceses within the 
limits of the Prayer Book of 1662. This again led them 
to look about and find a way out which might disarm 
hostility to their action; and they found in it the provision 
that the consent of the Parochial Church Council must be 
obtained to the use of the Revised Prayer Book: a provi- 
sion which is in contradiction with the Enabling Act, whi 

excludes matters of Doctrine and Worship from the pur 






view of the P. C. C.; and more than this, this Episcopal 


Order thus surrenders the pastoral authority of the Clergy 
into the hands of the Laity; and this is quite contrary to 
the Church’s conception of the nature of the Ministr 
3ut it would be popular, and tend to obscure the nature of 
the Episcopal action re the main question: meanwhile it 
would in general insure the continued use, in deference 
to what I regard as an illicit subjection to Parliament and 
the Crown, of the 1662 Prayer Book, whose defects ar 
limitations the Church herself had come to recognize. 

I pass to the matter of the Lambeth Conference. The 
outcome of these deliberations of the Anglican Bishops 
seems to me very questionable; there is in evidence the 
same tendency to accommodate the Church’s Witness to 
the standard of mere current thought. The “Witness” 
the Church is to include a “re-statement” of fundamental 
Doctrines, in deference apparently to modern speculative 
philosophic thought, no longer an earnest contending i 
the Faith once delivered to the Saints 

As regards morality, the Church is to be the Salt of the 
Earth, but, in acknowledged departure from Catholic 
authority, and one must add, from the law of God, they 
proceed to give sanction in certain circumstances to that 
which is unlawful; the Church is no longer an authoritative 
Teacher of the Divine Laws of Life; she is become not 
much more than a registrar of the moral (or immoral 
notions of the day In regard to the unity of the Churcl 
especially in relation to the South India Scheme: here the 
key-note is Experiment, even though it involves temporary 
Schism; and it seems to be of the nature of a dangerous 
novelty. 

I utterly repudiate the Modernist Movement in the 
Church, and believe it to be fundamentally false. Here 
again it is to be remarked how very generally the Epis- 
copate has surrendered. How tolerant they are of every 
kind of heresy to which it gives birth; while at the same 
time they appear intolerant, and indeed, though sub rosa, 
hostile to any excess of zeal—as they regard it—in an 
orthodox or Catholic direction. At the same time they 
are quick to utilize the opportunity provided, for instance, 
by the Way of Renewal, to endeavour to impregnate the 
Brethren with this modern and most pernicious gnosticism

Epitor’s COMMENT: The foregoing is an extra- 
ordinary document. Imagine the hornet’s nest any 
clergyman of the Church of England would have 
stirred up around his devoted head who had issued 
a document of this nature to his associates in con- 
vocation thirty years ago. 

We are not told by the Reverend Author how many 
votes he received for the position of Proctor, but we 
are quite sure that at the beginning of the present 
century his support would have been nil. It affords 
striking evidence of the growth of the pro-Roman 
Movement in the Anglican body that at the request 
of his brethren, so pronounced an advocate of the 
corporate return of the Anglican body to communion 
with the Apostolic See should seriously offer himself 
as a candidate for election in convocation to so impor- 
tant a position as Proctor. 

When THE Lamp was first issued in 1903 we recall 
the editorial comment of The Living Church, the 
organ of the High Church Party in America, which 
rushed into print to assure the scandalized clergymen 
of so-called Catholic proclivities that the “eccentric 
monk of Graymoor” was “absolutely alone” in hold- 
ing such pro-Roman sentiments as were set forth in 
the pages of THE Lamp. About a year later the same 
paper was compelled to confess to its readers that 
the solitary unit at Graymoor had developed into a 
“triumvirate” composed of the Rev. Spencer Jones, 
author of “England and the Holy See,” the Rev.

MINISTER RELATES HOW HE ENTERED

“IT used to wonder how I would feel amongst 

Catholic gathering. Would I feel strange, cold 
or out of place? I can honestly and happily say, 
gentlemen, that I have never enjoyed a more congenial 
and welcome atmosphere in my life than since I have 
braced the Roman Catholic Faith and have been 
ressing gatherings such as this, this morning,” de- 
clared the former Presbyterian minister, Dr. A. Long- 
fellow Fiske, according to the Brooklyn Tablet, speak- 
ing before the Communion breakfast gathering of the 
Thomas Dongan Council, K. of C., in Bay Ridge, 
Brooklyn. 

“The Re-building of a Lost Faith,” written by John 
L. Stoddard, which was given to Dr. Fiske by Bishop 
Duffy, of Grand Island, Neb., several years ago, was 
the magic key which opened the gates of contentment 
for Dr. Fiske and led him to embrace Catholicism. 
Mr. Fiske had been a minister of the Presbyterian 














religion for nineteen years. He was serving in the 
city of Omaha, Neb., at the time of his resignation 
and conversion. He is now a teacher in St. Francis 
Xavier’s School in Brooklyn, and is also a public 
lecturer. 





Scores Villification Program 

“There is ‘Somebody’ I shall never forgive,” de- 
clared Mr. Fiske, “that ‘Somebody’ who was respon- 
sible for the program of villification against the 
Democratic presidential candidate in 1928. Who that 
‘Somebody’ is I cannot say, but I believe I could page 
a certain bishop. 

“When I was first invited to attend a K. K. K. con- 
clave in the pastures outside of Omaha during the 
campaign, I accepted, not knowing what to expect. I 
saw a Baptist minister, whom I shall never forget as 
long as I live. He was as red as fire with the veins 
distended on his face and hands, gesticulating and 
talking hate and intolerance to his vast audience. I 
came away sick, nauseated. It was the first and last 
Klan gathering I attended. I resolved that I would 
never pass up an opportunity to strike this insidious, 
un-Christian and un-American body.” 


Censured for Tolerance 


Dr. Fiske was campaigning throughout the State of 
Nebraska on the right of religious worship and toler- 
ance during the last presidential campaign. He was 
censured and criticized for his preaching of tolerance 
and was asked to stop. He resigned his pastorate as 
a result. After his resignation and during his perplex- 
ity Stoddard’s book counseled him to embrace the 
Roman Catholic Faith. 

His address before the Dongan Council was entitled 
“Shadows and Reality.” “Jesus of Nazareth,” he de- 
clared, “is as real and alive today as when He walked 
the hills of Galilee, if we but allow Him to enter our 
hearts.” He said he couldn't define the feeling of joy, 
peace and contentment he experienced on his entry 
into the Roman Catholic Faith. “It is something so 
wonderful I cannot express it,” he said. 

Fervor of Catholics Cited 

“When I was serving as a minister I used to have 
but one service on a Sunday morning,” declared Dr. 
Fiske, “and that was sparsely attended. You Cath- 
olics have many Masses on Sundays and the churches 
are all filled—young and old, rich and poor. It is a 
wonderful sight to me.” 

Dr. Fiske’s father had been a minister before him 
in New England, where he was born. 

He said that when he was a little boy, living in Bel- 
fast, Me., a large seagoing freight ship used to dock 
there. One morning that this ship was due, there was a 
very heavy fog. The ship was late. He and another boy 
went down to the dock to see if it would ever arrive. 
The fog, he said, was thick enough to cut with a knife. 
All of a sudden the fog was penetrated by the bow and 
side of the massive ship as large and plain as could 
be. The ship had arrived through the fog. He likened 
this episode to the visit of God upon him in his 
moment of perplexity and his adoption of the Faith 
that has brought him peace and joy.

A DIFFERENT REASON AGAINST 
BIRTH CONTROL 


The editor of the London Catholic Times received a 
severe shock recently when in perusing a Sunday 
newspaper which had always been a vehicle of pagan- 
ism and falsehood, he happened upon an article deal- 
ing with the causes of unhappiness among married 
women, and the reasons why so many wives seek the 
divorce courts. It seems that this newspaper had sent 
its representative to a rather prominent physician in 
London to obtain his views on the declining birth 
rate, and the doctor’s statements were so startling and 
sensational, to the mind of the editor, that space was 
given to them in spite of the fact that they were not in 
line with the general policy of the paper. 

This doctor is of the opinion that more marriages 
are being broken up today because of nerve-racked 
wives than for any other single reason. The nerve- 
racking is not due to the stupidity and ignorance of 
ministers of religion, he assures us, but to the empty 
cradles so dramatically evidenced by the Register- 
General’s figures. Childlessness, thwarted maternal 
instincts, and the shelving of maternal duties by 
mothers, he says, are producing a host of nervous 
wrecks, neurasthenics, and mentally unbalanced 
women, who are not suitable companions for any kind 
of normal man. 

It might be well for married couples to ponder over 
this physician’s words; and those who believe that 
they are making married life easy and even pleasant 
by practicing birth control may find to their sorrow 
that they are wrecking their matrimonial careers by 
their failure to bear the ordinary natural burdens of 
the married state that are connected with the procrea- 
tion and the rearing of children. 

It is well for humanity that the radicals are dis- 
covering for themselves what Catholic physicians 
have been trying all along to tell them—that nature 
takes a toll for the violation of her laws. Physicians 
in this country have been troubled over the fact that 
the proportion of nervous diseases among women has 
increased almost three-fold in a generation. If they 


will investigate further they will find what this Eng- 
lish physician has found among married women, and 
they will make the further discovery that unmarried 
women are suffering as well as a result of the out- 
raged modesty which modern so-called courtship sanc- 
tions. Unmarried men should remember that their 
own indiscretions in courtship lay the foundation for 
the shipwreck of their later marriage. The Church 
calls marriage “Holy Matrimony.”—The Ave Maria. 





ANOTHER RACKET IS SQUELCHED 


Racketeering in the sale of radios by one high- 
powered, unprincipled salesman has been stopped, so 
the story goes, only after he had inveigled several 
hundred-percenters in the Southland to buy a new 
radio set that would enable them to “tune in on the 
intriguery of Rome.” His racket is ended. It started 
a few months ago when a radio manufacturer an- 
nounced a new and inexpensive radio that would pick 
up broadcasts from all parts of the world. The sales- 
man referred to found that regardless of the improve- 
ment it is next to impossible these days to give radios 
away, let alone sell them. Then a happy thought 
flitted into his mind.

A 
dozen of our good Brothers Christopher have been 
working on this new roadway ever since the frost left 
the ground. They have graded to the west and have 
levelled a bed for a walk to parallel the road, and the 
new entrance to the Mount will be a pleasing surprise 
to our many visitors who each year, on pilgrimages or

A fire broke out 
one morning about 
two weeks ago in 
the Holy Ghost 
tower. This struc- 
ture is one that 
impresses itself 
indelibly in the 
memory of visitors 
to Graymoor and 
also aviators. From 
a balcony around 
its top a most im- 
pressive view may be had of the glorious highlands 
that surround the Mount of the Atonement. Its red 
roof with white initials of the Society, S.A. painted 
thereon, is a land-mark for the New York to Boston 
mail planes. Fortunately the fire was discovered be- 
fore it made serious progress, and prompt and efficient 
action by the men under Fr. Anselm, S.A. prevented 
what might have been a calamity. 


The water problem at Graymoor, which has been a 
source of concern for many years to our Fr. General, is 
solved in one part at least—namely an adequate 
storage on the top of the Mount. A few weeks past 
—after all tests were satisfactorily completed—a new 
concrete reservoir was opened. It increased our 
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torage capacity by ten times the former quantity and 

assures to the Friars, the Sisters in the valley and to 
Graymoor Village to the north, an adequate supply of 
vater drawn from the wells on St. Anthony’s farm. 


On Thursday, April 21, Feast of St. Anselm and 
namesday of our Rev. Father Anselm, the hard-work- 
ing and zealous chaplain of St. Christopher’s Inn, a 
number of the Brothers Christopher were given an 
outing to Ashokan Dam. The trip was made by motor 
by way of Bear Mountain Bridge. A picnic lunch was 
served and a baseball game which was played after- 
wards amid the beautiful scenic surroundings of Ash- 
okan lightened all hearts. In the late afternoon an- 
other repast was served the guests and then the home- 
ward trip was begun by a different route, crossing the 
lordly Hudson at Newburgh. It was a day that will 
long be remembered by our Brothers Christopher.

It strikes such a stranger as a supreme act of courage 
to throw out the latchstring, as it is > here, to any 
and all comers, without prejudice of creed, sect, race, 
nationality or color.

No complete record has been kept, but it is a modest 
estimate to say that in the course of the last ten years 
St. Christopher’s Inn has lodged for the night upward 
of fifty thousand wayfarers. Some idea of the vast- 
ness of the undertaking may be gained from the state- 
ment that whereas, five years ago, 49,969 meals were 
given out, the record for 1930 shows a distribution of 
118,130. Again, in 1925, 16,656 availed themselves 
of a night’s lodging, while in 1930 the overnight stops 
ran up to 39,399. The steady rise in the demands on 
St. Christopher’s Inn represent a soaring upward curve

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on the chart of this achievement, and the end is not yet. 

Graymoor is a busy place. There is constant ac- 
tivity on every step and terrace of it, and in this the 
Brothers Christopher play a major part. Skilled arti- 
sans are among their number, as they were in similar 
circumstances in the middle ages, and the whole ter- 
rain shows it. As for the brown-habited Franciscans 
of the Atonement themselves, they are not found 
dreaming away the hours beside a picturesque well, 
as in our favorite Old World post cards. Every 
Friar has his full quota of work to do for every day, 
and none are idle from the Fathers at the head of the 
institute to the lowliest lay Brother. 

There is just another point that may be of interest 
to the outsider, especially anyone experienced with 
other forms of effort in behalf of the workless and the 
hungry. The Brother Christopher who toils up to the 
inn door shuts his past behind him—his struggles and 
his defeats. He need not speak of them, and seldom 
does. Not a question is asked. True life stories are 
here in plenty, but they are stories that never will 
be told. 


Not that the Brothers Christopher are “clams” by 
any means. At night there is entertainment in plenty 
by extremely local talent, there is the solace of 
tobacco, there is a chance

that this little republic established here will grow

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death, John Reid continued to illustrate the particular 
rule of the Union which the good Bishop thought we 
would never find anyone to live by, namely, “to spend 
the minimum upon self, that we may have the 
maximum to give to God.” 

Before his death Brother Philip, T.S.A. parted with 
his last dollar and died in the hospital without a penny. 
Not knowing the sacrifical motive behind his apparent 
stinginess, his neighbors in Waterbury thought him a 
miser of the first degree, and pall-bearers had to be 
hired to carry his mortal remains to the cemetery, yet 
in the time of his membership in the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost he gave lavishly to the missions and 
left his litthe home and what remained of his farm in 
trust to the Union hoping that some day it might be 
occupied by a Religious Community, and be devoted 
entirely to the worship and service of God. 

When we informed Bishop Cusack of Mr. Reid’s 
visit and gift of $5,200 to erect St. John’s House of 
Studies on the Mount of the Atonement, he replied by 
return mail: “How can | hesitate any longer to bless 
the Union - That - Nothing - Be - Lost after so signal a 
manifestation of the Divine approval!” 

Since that day in December, 1911, when Brother 
Philip, T.S.A. became the First Perpetual Member and 
Most Perfect Observer of the Rule of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost, the growth and influence of the 
organization in the propagation of our Holy Faith and 
the support of Mission Activities has been so wonder- 
ful that it may well be considered as a creation of 
the hand of God. 





A TRIBUTE TO PRIESTLY SERVICE 
America’s richest values lie in the loyalty, high 
ideals and self-sacrifice of its spiritual leaders. 
Repeatedly have our Presidents declared that no 
nation can long survive unless dedicated to high moral 
principles and unless the fibre of its citizenship is 
permeated with virile constancy to such principles. 


More and more are men and women, not blinded by 
gross materialism, coming to realize these fundamental 
truths and acknowledge the nation’s debt to its clergy. 

Since the first American missions were founded, 
over four hundred years ago, the Catholic priest has 
ever been among the staunchest molders and sup- 
porters of American ideals. He has followed the flag 
into new and untrodden fields and has been not only 
the center of religious activities but a tireless com- 
munity builder as well. It is to his eternal credit that 
he strives so valiantly to build for an even greater 
America. 

Day or night, regardless of the hour, he is alert to 
the demands of his high vocation. Sickness, pesti- 
lence, accidents, death, unseen dangers—all these and 
a host of crosses and tragedies try his valorous spirit 
yet fail to terrify him. At whatever cost to his per- 
sonal comfort the priest longs most ardently to be a 
friend, counselor and servant to men of all classes 
and creeds. 

But What of His Tomorrow? 

Years of untiring labor and sacrifice take their 
inevitable toll in shattered health and infirmities. Too 
often, the strain of carrying his heavy burden of re- 
sponsibility ages the priest prematurely and he finds 
himself at the end of the road with little or no provis- 
ion made for the well-earned peace and security of his 
declining years. Qualified by training and education 
to fill high worldly positions of fame and fortune, he 
has chosen a field that offers little opportunity to lay 
aside sufficient funds to protect him against sickness 
and old age. 

Then, too, there is the young priest, in the full flush 
of his ardor, whose health has been weakened after 
only a few years of labor. Loving care and complete 
rest will restore these young “Soldiers of the Cross” 
to many years of usefulness to the church and 
humanity. 

Enlightened civilization has brought an ever increas- 
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number of homes for the aged, poor and infirm. 
Our government has provided national homes for the 
efenders of its flag. Fraternal orders and trades 
nions also maintain national havens for their mem- 
ers. Only the priest has been overlooked in our 
general solicitude although he, too, has been a def- 
ender of the flag, a brother and a worker, as have these 
We are all concerned with his right to care 
and comfort in sickness and old age, although it is not 
in his vocation to ask anything for himself. 

For many years our Bishops, Sisterhoods and promi 
nent laymen and physicians have felt the acute need 
of a National Haven for Priests. What little Switzer- 
land has done for its priests at Zizers, our own United 
States, with all its power and wealth, has failed to do, 
but the encouragement expressed by Bishops and 
prominent laymen of every creed is sufficient guar- 
antee that the movement now launched for an Amer- 
ican haven will be successful. 

Sites in almost every state were considered for this 
Priestly Haven. Each had its advantages but com- 
petent authorities finally decided that the picturesque 
sity of Raton, in northwestern New Mexico, offered 
the ideal location. Raton’s unique claim to distinction 
lies in its wonderfully healing climate, pure water, ex- 
ceptional natural beauty and easy accessibility. Its 
unsurpassed view of mountains, valleys, mesas and 
lakes; its glorious sunshine every day; all combine to 
give that restful solace and tranquility so necessary 
during convalescence. 

The proposed hospice will not be just another insti- 
tution in the cold sense generally accepted. It will be 
the only haven of its kind in America, and, above 
everything else, it will be a real home, where the priest 
will enjoy the friendly and sustaining comradeship of 
his brother priests. Here, indeed, will be a lasting 
tribute and monument to the untiring zeal and apos- 
tolic devotion of those who have served faithfully and 
unselfishly for others and have asked nothing for 
themselves. 

To hasten construction and to relieve already over- 
burdened Bishops of the responsibility, a group of 
Catholic and non-Catholic laymen have incorporated 
the movement under the title of “Mount St. Paul, the 
Apostle, Sanitarium.” No incorporator, officer or 
director may receive any profit or compensation. All 
are working for the glory of the cause. 

The charter granted by the State of New Mexico 
states most emphatically that the principal purpose is 
the provision of a home for sick, aged and infirm 
priests, and permits the donation of the Sanitarium, 
when completed,¢o some well known Sisterhood under 
a contract insuring the carrying out of the benevolent 
purpose in mind. 

Laymen organizations are being formed in every 
state to further the cause, and already several well 
known Sisterhoods have signified their willingness to 
operate the Sanitarium, when completed. 

The necessary ground has been purchased. To 
build, equip and provide an endowment fund for per- 
petual maintenance will require an outlay of $3,000,000 
—a very reasonable amount when compared with the 
vast sums raised by other denominations with mem- 
berships much smaller than the Catholic Church. 
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Will you help make the priest’s dream come true 
with as generous a contribution as possible? He gives 
doubly who gives now, and your interest will put new 
and greater zeal into the hearts of our priests by as- 
suring them that, should misfortune befall them, a 
haven exists to which they may turn without the label 
‘Charity” attached to it.

The Catholic Medical Mission Board sent 13,270 
pounds of medical supplies to mission centers in the 
United States and foreign fields in 1931, according to 
a summary of the organization’s work last year. 

“During 1931, from the headquarters of the Cath- 
olic Medical Mission Board in New York City, we sent 
13,270 pounds of valuable medical supplies, contained 
in 235 packing cases, to mission centers here in the 
United States and far away.” 

“During the same time,” the summary states, “‘we 
distributed 35,000 pieces of printed matter, telling of 
medical mission work and its needs, and mailed 41,354 
letters to encourage interest in medical mission work. 
We supported a doctor in India, a doctor in the Philip- 
pines, and a nurse and two social workers in Porto 
Rico, with funds given for that purpose by generous 
benefactors. We helped 16 missions in the United 
States and 150 missions in other parts of the world. 
We sent 4,730 instruments to medical mission workers, 
distributed 42,007 tubes of iodine, 6,736 packages of 
surgical cotton, 174,330 tablets of aspirin and 694,332 
other tablets of medicine. We sent about 217,581 
yards of bandages and dressings to the missions. A 
number of lectures were given about medical mission 
work and many circles were organized to promote it.”

OLDEST CHURCH IN CHINA RESTORED 
TO CATHOLIC WORSHIP 
Hangchow—What is perhaps the oldest Catholic 
Church in China, built by the Jesuit Fathers when the 
first Christian communities were being founded in the 





Province of Chekiang, and which was later confiscated 
during a persecution and made into a pagoda, has been 
restored and once more is used for Catholic worship. 

The church was built in 1660 and accommodated 120 
persons. In 1730 the Christian community perished 
in a violent persecution, and, by order of Emperor 
Yong Cheng, the church was converted into a pagoda 
In 1861 it was restored to the missionaries, but, after 
a few months, was taken again by the “Taiping 
rebels. The missionaries have gained possession once 
more and have enlarged and renovated it and added a 
new front.—Fides.
